That you would uſe your utmoſt Diligence in order 
co the tull Diſcovery and proſccution of the Helliſh 
and Barbarous Popiſh Plot, and to bring all Offenders 
to Speedy and Condign Puniſhment , and utterly co 
aboliſh and root our all Popiſh Principles, tending to 
the Subverſion of Government, in whatſoever Sorr, 
Party, or Sect of Men you meet with them. 
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
